Mum’s grief as inquest hears builder’s car veered into path of lorry 

CRASH CAUSE 
STILL MYSTERY 


A GRIEVING mother will never 
know why her son’s car veered into 
the path of a tipper lorry a week 
before Christmas killing him in¬ 
stantly 

Callum Jeycock, of Grange Road, 
Banbury, was pronounced dead at the 
scene of the accident the morning after 
spending the evening at a cinema with 
his new girlfriend. 

The 20-year-old builder had been driv¬ 
ing along the A4260 from Adderbury 
towards Deddington at about 7.30am on 
December 18 last year when his Ford 
Fiesta collided head-on with the HGV 
travelling in the opposite direction. 

At an inquest yesterday, the Oxford¬ 
shire coroner Darren Salter said there 
was no explanation for the car drifting 
onto the wrong side of the road. 

Mr Jeycock’s mother, named only as 
Fiona, wept as she listened to the evi¬ 
dence. 

Mr Salter said the young man had 
spent the evening before the crash 
watching the latest Star Wars adven¬ 
ture with his girlfriend of two months, 
Milena Tomandlova. Mr Jeycock left 
Miss Tomandlova’s house in Banbury 
at 6.40am the next day. 

The coroner said: “Mr Nadir Niazi, a 
taxi driver, was driving behind Mr Jey¬ 
cock. He had left the mosque in Park

Road, Banbury, at 7.12am and joined 
the line of traffic at Sainsbury’s and 
remained behind Mr Jeycock until the 
collision. 

“Mr Niazi said he saw Mr Jeycock’s 
car drift to the wrong side of the road. 

“He was about to brake but the car was 
engulfed in black smoke and debris.” 

Reading out Mr Niazi’s statement, Mr 
Salter said the Ford Fiesta collided with 
a Scania P-SRS Class heavy goods vehi¬ 
cle travelling in the opposite direction. 

As the vehicles collided head-on, the 
HGV driven by Kevin Ryan veered off 
the carriageway into the grass verge 
and between two trees. r 

Mr Ryan said in his statement: “I 
was near Adderbury when the col¬ 
lision happened. I was driving nor¬ 
mally. I saw headlights come out from 
oncoming traffic and onto my side of 
the road. 

“It approached so quickly I thought 
the car had come out of the ground. 

“I do not think I had chance to take 
my foot off the accelerator. There was 
nothing I could have done to avoid the 
collision.” 

A toxicology report by Prof Ian Rob¬ 
erts, a consultant pathologist at the

John Radcliffe Hospital, said there were 
no toxins in Mr Jeycock’s body and he 
died of “multiple injuries”. He said 
death would have been instant. 

Mr Salter said the court could only 
speculate as to why Mr Jeycock had 
drifted into the opposite lane of traffic. 

He said: “The more difficult question 
is why Callum’s vehicle went on the 
other side of the road. I think we have 
reached a point where it is speculation 
- we just do not know. 

“One thing that seems to be clear in 
terms of Mr Ryan is that there is ab¬ 
solutely nothing he could have done to 
avoid the collision.” 

Mr Salter concluded that Mr Jeycock 
died as a result of a road traffic colli¬ 
sion.

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Planning decision for 
new homes is delayed 


A DECISION on up to 280 new 
homes in Bodicote has been 
delayed. 

Cherwell District Council's 
planning committee was due 
to consider the application on 
Thursday. 

The plans, submitted by 
Gladman Developments, 
included up to 280 new homes 
next to White Post Road, a 
new children's play area, car 
park and more open areas. 

The decision has been 
deferred so councillors can also 
consider another application 
for the same site. 

Gallagher Estates has 
submitted plans to build 1,000 


homes on land next to Salt 
Way, which will also include a 
"local centre" that could have 
restaurants, pubs, a primary 
school, car park and new 
sports facilities. 

The plans would also include 
a spine road across the site, 
beginning at the north 
entrance to the village, cutting 
across White Post Road and 
out towards Bloxham Road. 

The land for both 
applications was included in 
the Cherwell Local Plan Part 1, 
released last year. 

The two applications are 
expected to be considered at 
the next meeting on June 9.

Special flats for adults 
suffering brain injuries 


A NEW set of flats to house 
adults with brain injuries is to 
be built in Banbury. 

The five one-bedroom flats, 
north of Hanwell Fields, will 
offer sufferers greater 
independence and enhance 
their quality of life. 

The application was agreed 
by Cherwell District Council's 
planning committee last 
Thursday. 

The council's lead member 
for planning, Colin Clarke, said: 
"There is a clear need in the 
district for accommodation 
tailored to the particular needs 
of adults suffering from brain 
injuries. 


"The units have been 
designed to prioritise the 
residents' privacy and welfare, 
but the siting of the 
development also means they 
will be part of a wider 
community, enjoying good 
transport links to local 
amenities." 

As part of the plan there will 
also be an extra building for 
staff accommodation. 

The site on which the flats 
will be built has been 
earmarked by Cherwell 
District Council for 544 
homes to be built in their 
Local Plan, published in July 
last year.

Woman in sixties was sexually assaulted on bus 


A WOMAN in her sixties was 
sexually assaulted on a 
Banbury bus last week. 

The incident happened on 
Tuesday, May 17, between 
11.40am and noon on the B5 
Stagecoach while it was 
travelling through Lower 
Cherwell Street and Bridge 
Street. 


A man moved to sit next to 
the victim and pressed himself 
against her. When the bus 
arrived in the town centre, she 
attempted to leave the vehicle 
and was touched 
inappropriately by the 
offender. 

The man is described as 
Asian and in his mid to late 


sixties with grey swept-back 
hair. He had no facial hair and 
light brown eyes. 

He was slim, about 5ft 6in tall 
and was wearing a cream 
coloured long-sleeved jumper 
with a roll-neck and brown 
trousers. 

He was carrying a black zip- 
up bag and was wearing gold 


rings and a plaited bracelet. 

Investigating officer PC Lucy 
McDonagh, based at Banbury 
police station, said: "We are 
appealing for witnesses or 
anyone who might be able to 
identify the suspect. The victim 
has been left traumatised and 
shocked." 

Call police on 101.

A LABOUR councillor has called 
for more road calming 
measures to be put in 
following a decision to remove 
four chicanes from the road 
near the new Longford Park 
development in Bodicote. 

The county council decided 
to take away the chicanes from 
Bankside to allow increased 
traffic due to the 600 new 
homes being built on the land 


in the village, south of 
Banbury. 

But Banbury councillor Mark 
Cherry said road cushions 
would be a good idea to 
provide better traffic flow 
through the village. 

He said: "A new roundabout 
is being constructed at the 
Oxford Road flyover to provide 
access to Bankside for the 600 
new homes in Longford Park. 


"The chicanes have to go and 
of all the traffic calming 
options available I have 
suggested road cushions, 
which allow large vehicles and 
emergency vehicles free 
movement but slow down car 
users." 

The Appleby Close resident 
added the cushions would be 
paid for using Section 106 
funding from Longford Park, 


which is required by 
developers to provide a benefit 
to the community. 

Sarah Allen, of Badger Way, 
said: "At the moment traffic 
backs up at the chicanes 
especially at around 3.30pm 
for the school run. 

"Road cushions are good 
because motorists don't want 
to damage their cars and will 
slow down."

A NEW centre helping people address 
mental health issues will be officially 
opened in Banbury next week. 

Oxfordshire Mind has chosen to start 
the new service in Britannia Road to 
give advice and support to those living 
in the area. 

The charity’s interim chief executive 
David Agnew said: “The opening of the 
Banbury Wellbeing Hub is another sig¬ 
nificant step towards our vision to ad¬ 
dress mental health issues in all areas

of the county and make sure anyone 
with a mental health issue gets support 
and respect. 

“We are pleased to have a new pres¬ 
ence in Banbury and look forward to 
working within the local community 
“At Oxfordshire Mind we work hard 


to ensure that anyone experiencing a 
mental health problem has somewhere 
to turn for advice and support and the 
opening of this new wellbeing hub is an 
important part of increasing access to 
our services.” 

The charity will be holding a launch 
day on Wednesday, June 1 to show mem¬ 
bers of the public the new services. 

These include peer support groups, 
educational and coping skills courses 
and information and options sessions. 

Mr Agnew added: “The launch event 
promises to be a really fun day with live 
music, information stands, taster ses¬ 
sions of some activities like yoga, and a 
visit from the town mayor. 

“Our staff and volunteers will be 
ready to welcome you and answer any 
of your questions.” 

The open day will run from 11am to 
3pm at the new offices. 
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Campaign fails to save signal box

A FOUR-MONTH long 
campaign to save a historic 
signal box from demolition has 
ended in disappointment after 
Network Rail announced it 
would be torn down in 
October. 

But campaigners in Banbury 
have been able to secure a ten- 
week postponement on the 
demolition so they can open it 
as a temporary visitor centre. 

Earlier this year Network Rail 
announced it was going to tear 
down two signal boxes on the 
track near Banbury station as 
part of £78m upgrades to the 
network. 

But since then more than 500 
people joined a Facebook 
group demanding that the 
north box be saved and turned 
into an education centre for 
railway enthusiasts. 

The group were told they 
would have to raise more than 
£160,000 to pay to keep the 
box, but despite setting up an 
online fundraising campaign 
they have not managed to 
raise enough money in time. 

Campaigner and Banbury 
Civic Society member Rob 
Kinchin-Smith said: "I initially 
went into this because I 
wanted to preserve the box 
and find a use for it that 
Network Rail would support. 

"There were a lot of 
ex-signalmen who had worked 
there who wanted it saved but 
clearly it was a big ask. I'm 
gutted really. If we had started 
this five years ago and people 
knew it was coming then 


maybe we could have raised 
enough money." 

The group managed to raise 
£17,500 through pledges by 
members of the public and 
donations by Banbury-based 
companies, including tool 
manufacturers Norbar Torque 
Tools and Peter Haines 
Engineers. The box was set to 
be demolished in August, but 
Network Rail has agreed to 
extend the period until 
October. It will mean railway 
enthusiasts and schools will be 


able to visit the box and learn 
more about the railway's 
history, with volunteers 
provided by the operator. 

Mr Kinchin-Smith added: "We 
got quite a lot of support from 
companies, we would like to 
thank them but unfortunately 
we could not get all the 
trustees we had hoped for. 

"Initially we had set £60,000 
on the Just Giving site, but it 
looks like the progress was not 
quick enough. At the end of 
the day it is Network Rail's 


signal box though and they get 
thefinal decision." 

Mr Kinchin-Smith said all 
cheques received by the 
campaign would be returned 
shortly. The box, which was 
built in 1901, is scheduled to be 
taken down when the area's 
signalling system is upgraded 
and moved from the town to 
the West Midlands. The south 
signal box is due to be 
demolished on July 30, while 
the north box will follow on 
October 8. 


MP makes pledge to 
preserve Green Belt

VICTORIA Prentis has pledged to 
fight against any attempt to build 
starter homes on Green Belt land 
around Banbury. 

It comes after the Banbury MP spoke 
about the need to build more affordable 
homes to help people in North Oxford¬ 
shire get on the housing ladder. 

Speaking in an exclusive interview 
with the Banbury Cake, Mrs Prentis 
said any new housing develop¬ 
ments to be built in the area must 
include a quota of affordable 
homes. 

She said: “Personally I think 
that when you have new de-

velopments you must make sure there 
is a mix of different sorts of homes. 

“When you are building a big one you 
must make sure you have everything. 
That is true for both Banbury and 
Bicester. 

“There are some very nice housing 
sites in Banbury but we need to recre¬ 
ate those when we build new housing 
estates. 

“We do not want them to be enclaves 
but full of people of different ages and 
backgrounds, and we do not want to ex¬ 
clude anybody 

“We have already had seen a lot of de¬ 
velopments like Graven Hill in Bicester 
where there has been lots of interest.” 

But the politician denied that homes 
in Banbury, even starter- 
homes, would be too ex¬ 
pensive for first-time 
buyers. 

She said: “There is 
the case in London 
where prices have 
sky-rocketed. It 
does seem like the 
situation is better 
in somewhere like 
Banbury” 

The Housing 
and Planning Bill 
2015, which was 
put forward by 
the previous 
government, 
means that 
discounts 
of 20 per 
cent will 
be avail¬ 


able on new starter homes. Developers 
will face fewer obligations, such as re¬ 
quirements to pay for local infrastruc¬ 
ture or provision of affordable rental 
homes, under the scheme. 

Mrs Prentis said: “I think it’s also 
important that Cherwell uses its Local 
Plan to help build homes.” 

But she said that starter homes should 
only be built on “brownfield” sites rath¬ 
er than Green Belt land. 

She said: “We are trying very hard not 
to build on Green Belt sites and I am 
definitely against that. 

“I have been talking to developers 
about using various sites, and to the 
MoD about sites in Bicester. Many of 
these are really beautiful areas and it 
is important that we do not lose them.” 

She added that she had spoken out 
against recent applications to build 
5,000 new homes next to Lower Heyford, 
and for homes to be built in Hook Nor¬ 
ton. 

Two weeks ago, the Banbury MP 
raised the issue of starter homes with 
Prime Minister David Cameron during 
the weekly Prime Minister’s Questions. 

She said: “In Banbury and Bicester, we 
have unprecedented housing growth. 

“Does the Prime Minister agree that 
we must build sufficient starter homes 
so that the dream of home ownership 
becomes something to which everybody 
can really aspire?” 

In reply, Mr Cameron said that he was 
hoping to push through legislation that 
would mean an extra 200,000 starter 
homes would be built nationally.

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£700k boost 
for abuse 
victims’ hub 

A TEAM of women committed to sup¬ 
porting survivors of sexual abuse, rape, 
domestic abuse and harassment have 
welcomed more than £700,000 from 
the National Lottery. 

The Oxfordshire Sexual Abuse and 
Rape Crisis Centre (OSARCC) works 
with women from across the county 
and says the five-year fund of 
£712,641 from the Big Lottery Fund 
will enable it to extend its specialist 
sexual violence services to reach 
young women and girls. 

This work, which will include 
support for those who have 
experienced sexual violence as well as 
preventative work to stop it from 
happening, is planned to be part of a 
project, provisionally called Support, 
Empower, Educate (SEE).

OSARCC's holistic support services - 
face to face, group-work and helpline 
including text and email support - to 
reach younger women and girls, as 
well as building on our recent pilot 
work in schools and youth settings 
which is focussed on sexual violence, 
healthy relationships and consent. 

"Strong partnership working will be 
key to the success of this work. 
OSARCC will build on our existing 
partnerships and we look forward to 
developing relationships with new 
partners as well. 

"We are incredibly excited to 
develop the SEE Project, and immen¬ 
sely grateful to the Big Lottery."

Town post 
office role 
bids plan 


Franchise may be shop 
in centre of Banbury if 
scheme gets go-ahead

BANBURY Post Office is 
set for change after its 
owners confirmed that 
franchisees have come 
forward to take on its run¬ 
ning. 

In January the Post Office 
announced that the office in 
High Street would be one of 
39 around the country to be 
franchised. 

The plans were criticised 
by the Communication Work¬ 
ers Union, which represents 
post office workers, with area 
representative Sue Trehearne 
saying the staff had been left 
“shocked” and “unsettled” by 
the news. 

She said that she feared the 
office would end up being at 
the back of a shop where peo¬ 
ple would be “bombarded” by 
other products instead of us¬ 
ing the service. 

The nine staff were told the 
news by a Post Office repre¬ 
sentative at a meeting at the 
office. 

Potential franchisees had 
four weeks to come forward if 


they were interested in host¬ 
ing the service, and the Post 
Office has now confirmed 
talks are taking place with in¬ 
terested parties. 

Once talks have been com¬ 
pleted between the possible 
franchisees and the Post Of¬ 
fice, there will be a six-week 
public consultation for people 
to have their say on the plans.

Speaking this week she said: 
“lam pleased that there has 
been some interest from part¬ 
ners that might want to take 
on the Post Office franchise in 
Banbury. 

“I look forward to learning 
more in the public consulta¬ 
tion that will take place in the 
near future. 

“It is important to me that 
we keep a Post Office in Ban¬ 
bury town centre for those in 
the town and neighbouring 
villages.” 


New text service to help homeless 


RESIDENTS in North 
Oxfordshire who want to offer 
support to rough sleepers can 
now take advantage of a new 
text service. 

The Beacon Centre, which 
runs a drop-in centre in 
Banbury for homeless people, 
has launched the new number 
which will allow people to 
donate up to £10.

Acclaimed Cotswolds 
distillery set to launch its 
first single malt whisky

THINK of single malt whisky, 
and one instantly imagines the 
heather-clad mountains of the 
Scottish Highlands. 

But whisky connoisseurs could 
soon be heading to the rolling hills 
of the Cotswolds for a “wee dram”, 
with the launch of one of Eng¬ 
land’s few single malts. 

The Cotswold Distillery, at 
Stourton, near Banbury, has bot¬ 
tled its first Cotswolds whisky 

- which will be ready for sale in 
October 2017. 

The distillery, which was estab¬ 
lished by New Yorker Daniel Szor 
two years ago, already has a repu¬ 
tation for its acclaimed Cotswolds 
dry gin, but it is the launch of the 
single malt, which has got fans of 
the “hard stuff” excited. It will be 
one of just six single malts being 
produced in England. 

An award-winning 18-month-old 
whisky spirit is already available 
for £34.95 for a half-litre. The sin¬ 
gle malt will retail for £44.95 for a 
standard 70cl bottle. 

Both are made with local ingre¬ 
dients under the guidance of con¬ 
sultant master distiller Jim Swan 

- a Scot. 

Daniel Szor, 53, a former City 
hedge fund manager, said: “This 
will put the Cotswolds on the whis¬ 


ky drinkers’ map. Our whisky 
spirit already has an award, which 
isn’t bad for the first whisky to 
come out of the Cotswolds. 

“We are part of the growing 
world whisky movement, which 
is seeing great whiskies produced 
away from the drink’s traditional 
homes in Scotland, Ireland and the 
USA. There are also great whis¬ 


kies coming out of Japan, and last 
year’s World Whisky Award win¬ 
ner came from Taiwan. 

“We are just trying to make the 
best whisky we can. 

“In a polite way we are giving 
the Scottish a run for their money. 
They make a wonderful spirit up 
there and we are paying homage in 
our process - but using Cotswold 


water and barley and English dis¬ 
tillers.” 

The distillery also produces 
Cotswolds absinthe, spirited sher¬ 
ry, cream liqueur, and is develop¬ 
ing a Bourbon-style whisky called 
Traitor’s Ford - named after a riv¬ 
er crossing in the village.

My wife 
and I love walking in the English 
countryside, perhaps particularly 
as neither of us grew up here both 
were city dwellers originally. My 
wife was the daughter of a 
diplomat, living all over the world, 
and I grew up in the suburbs of 
Cape Town. Maybe that makes us 
see the countryside in a different 
way? And having the time and 
freedom to explore it seems an 
enormous privilege. 

’’Wherever I have gone, I’ve 
taken pictures of the things that 
are different from the familiar and 
so now it is interesting to capture 
intricacies of my home 
environment, a dragonfly or a 
blossom flower within a 
panoramic view, for example, real 
moments rather than perfection. 

“I bought my first camera when I 
was eight, from a toy shop. It was 
made of plastic and had no focus 
or other capabilities. It took 
terribly blurred photos but I loved 
it. I’d always coveted my parents 


old Kodak which was too precious 
for me to use and it was a long time 
before I had a camera where I could 
control the aperture and shutter. 

”My family was a working-class 
family, but being white in the 1970s 
gave you an automatic place. The 
culture of South African society at 
the time was racist and yet Christian 
too and I never questioned either 


belief system until I was in my early 
twenties. As my thinking broadened, 
and I increasingly worked with 
communities of all backgrounds I 
began to see the reality more clearly. 
I made some good black friends 
having never previously conversed 
with anyone from a different 
background, and slowly discounted 
the stereotypes white children in 


South Africa were fed at the time. 
This was the start of a journey away 
from religion and into activism. 

Gavin was running an 
organisation dealing with violence 
in KwaZulu-Natal, the bloodiest 
province in South Africa when he 
was offered a job for an NGO in 
Kosovo designing and managing 
projects to bring Serbs and 


Albanians together. He spent two 
years in the Balkans before 
becoming Oxfam’s Global Conflict 
Advisor, moving to Oxford in 2003. 

“My wife and I loved it here from 
the moment we arrived, the 
freedom to move through the 
countryside and that feeling of 
safety relative to previous places, 
and the people too.” 

When Gavin’s time at Oxfam 
came to an end, he was offered 
roles in Sierra Leone and 
Indonesia but he made the 
conscious decision to settle here. “I 
have now lived in Balscote, a small 
village near Banbury, for eight 
years, and it’s the longest I have 
ever lived in any dwelling.” 

Gavin and his wife now run their 
own company, Beyond Conflict, 
providing mediation and 
restorative justice services for 
local businesses and councils, and 
family group conferencing. In 
addition, Gavin has taken the time 
to focus more on his professional 
photography, which he loves. 

Gavin is a recent convert to 
digital photography, and most of 
his pictures have been taken using 
film. He bought his first digital 
SLR camera three years ago, 
joining Banbury Camera Club, 
which was both inspirational and 
supportive with their advice. 

A selection of his most recent 
photographs will be on show 
alongside previous series of 
images in St Mary’s Church, 
Chadlington until May 30 as part 
of the Oxfordshire Artweeks 
festival (11 am-6pm; venue 345).

This Must Be The Place by Maggie

NORTHERN Irish author Maggie 
O'Farrell has revealed a knack 
for capturing the bald truths of 
marriage in all their spiky, broken, 
loving fragments. This Must Be 
The Place is just as well executed, 
the story of alcoholic Daniel and 
his sprawling, fractured family, 
punctuated heavily by the pull of 
his enigmatic and reclusive former- 
movie star wife, Claudette. It leaps 
from New York to Ireland to France 
and Scandinavia as Daniel's world is 
shattered, first by an ex-girlfriend's 
voice caught on the radio, and 
second, by a pitilessly fired bullet. 

O'Farrell see-saws between the 
past and present, tugging on the 
strands that make up the weave of 
his whiskey-soaked predicament. It 
is deeply affecting, most especially 
when exploring the meaning of fa¬ 
therhood and the devastating fault 


lines caused by grief. But it's also 
glamorous, subtle, knowing, and 
stuffed to bursting with feeling. 
When I Was Invisible by Dorothy

DOROTHY Koomson's 11th novel 
is a tale of two best friends who 
meet as eight-year-old wannabe 
dancers.

Joined at the hip, they 
pledge that nothing will drive them 
apart. But a seismic event tears 
them from each other - ripping 
the soul from Nika, and leading to 
Roni's religious salvation. Slowly 
Koomson drip-feeds you events 
and shows with great heart how 
they can lead to a crossroads. Nika 
adopts a new life as Grace, run¬ 
ning away to live as her true self, 
whereas teenage Roni runs to the 
church and begins to live as Sister 
Grace. But there is an unholy noise 



In these moments, Money 
Monster kicks like a mule and 
knocks the stuffing out of us. 

However, once the central plot 
of skullduggery reveals its 
intentions, Foster’s iron-tight 
grasp on realism slackens and 
she is compelled to take risky 
gambles to engineer a slam-bang 
finale. 

Money Monster is a cautionary 
tale about the get-rich-quick 
mentality of a modern society 
that blindly trusts in technology 
to deliver rewards. 

Clooney and Roberts generate 
molten screen chemistry, even 
though she is just a voice in his 
ear for the majority of the film, 
and O’Connell maintains his 
accent as events escalate.

MILES Platting is the disengaged 
founder of naming rights company 
Lingua Franca, which matches cor¬ 
porate sponsors with cash-strapped 
towns.

T is really good to have the 
chance to report back in 
a monthly column in the 
Banbury Cake. 

One year in, I'm getting the 
hang of some of the more arcane 
traditions at Westminster, and 
settling into a routine. 

I usually start Mondays with a 
surgery or meetings locally and 
then get the train from either 
Banbury or Bicester to Parliament. 

We often don't finish until shortly 
before 11pm so I usually sleep in 
London on Monday and Tuesday 
nights. 

The rest of the week varies 
depending on Parliamentary 
business. I do spend a fair amount 
of time on trains. 

This isn't always wasted; many 
of my constituents do the same 
so I usually meet someone with 
something important to talk about. 

My Tuesday mornings are 
always taken up with the Justice 
Committee. It is good to use 


knowledge from my previous 
career to contribute to our 
inquiries with court fees, young 
adult offenders and reform in 
prisons. I also attend the Statutory 
instruments committee weekly 
scrutinising new legislation, 
and have sat on various Bill and 
Delegated Legislation Committees. 

My years as a Government lawyer 
are proving to be useful. 

I am proud to be part of a 
Conservative majority government 
and really believe that our policies 
are putting us on the right track 
both nationally and locally, 
contributing to the healthy state of 
Banbury's economy. 

However, this does not mean 
I can't ask questions when I 
don't believe a plan is in our 
best interests. Examples of 
this include fairer funding for 
Oxfordshire's schools (to which 
the Government agreed following 
backbench pressure), HS2 (no 
concessions yet, but I am pressing

I am from a family of teachers, 
and firmly believe that the problem 
we have to address is one of 
standards rather than structures. 

We have some great academies 
locally, including the Pope Francis 
Catholic Multi Academy Company 
and The Warriner Multi Academy 
Trust, and some that are not yet 
producing the results we need for 
our children. 

Many of us are understandably 


worried about changes at Banbury 
Academy. 

I'm in close touch with the 
Department for Education. 

I hope that we can work together 
to drive up standards, and make 
sure our students have the best 
start in life.

New Car Road Test 

The definitive view Jjg ,

Ford S-max has the max factor 



PEOPLE-CARRYING MPVs do tend 
towards being a bit boring. They’re 
ostensibly big boxes on wheels and 
notions of style or handling dynam¬ 
ics don’t tend to come very far up 
the priority list for their manufac¬ 
turers. Unless that manufacturer is 
Ford and that vehicle is an S-MAX. 
Ford’s latest seven-seater offers bet¬ 
ter handling, greater efficiency and 
some amazingly clever safety fea¬ 
tures. It doesn’t look like being 
deposed from its position as our 
favourite anytime soon. 

Background 

When the old S-MAX arrived in 
dealers back in 2006, we wondered 
what the heck it was. Didn’t Ford 
already sell us a seven-seater called 
a Galaxy? Yet here was something 
that rode on the Galaxy chassis but 
was a bit more Miss Brahms and a 
bit less Mrs Slocombe. It looked 
great and Ford had made a number 
of subtle tweaks under the skin so 
that it drove as sharply as it was 
styled. It was an instant hit. True, it 
wasn’t the first seven-seater that 
was great to drive. Honda’s dull- 
looking Stream VTEC was a hoot to 
steer, but keep that little tip under 
your hats, used buyers. 

Driving Experience 

On the road, this car is as good to 
drive as ever. The range hinges 
around a family of 2.0-litre turbod¬ 


iesel engines, offered in 120PS, 
150PS and 180PS guises. The 150PS 
and 180PS 2.0-litre TDCi S-MAX 
models get six-speed manual ‘boxes 
as standard but are also offered 
with Ford’s six-speed PowerShift 
automatic gearbox and are availa¬ 
ble with intelligent all-wheel drive 
(I-AWD). The system continually 
measures how the car’s wheels are 
gripping the road surface every 16 
milliseconds; can adjust power 
delivery to individual wheels in 100 
milliseconds; and can send 100 per 
cent of available engine torque to 
the rear wheels. Need more grunt? 
Try Ford’s latest bi-turbo 2.0-litre 
TDCi engine, which develops 210 PS 
and 450Nm of torque, delivered 
from 2,000 rpm. 

Design and Build 

Ford talks at length of this second 
generation model’s sleeker styling 
avoiding “visual noise” but some 
may feel that the looks of this MK2 
S-MAX design have lost a little of 
the visual impact that marked out 
its predecessor. The front pillar is 
moved further back to create a long¬ 
er, sculpted bonnet and a raised 
chrome trapezoidal grille and slim 
headlight design target a ‘technical’ 
and cutting-edge look. There’ll be 
much less debate about the rear 
three-quarter styling, with a dis¬ 
tinctive window-line complemented 
by LED tail lights that add visual 


width. They’re connected by a sig¬ 
nature satin chrome strip, while a 
rear diffuser separates the exhaust 
outlets. 

Market and Model 

Prices start at just under £25,000 
for base Zetec trim, with Titanium 
spec adding £1,700 to that asking 
price, both rates netting you a 1.5- 
litre EcoBoost petrol car. Go for 
ritzy Titanium Sport trim and that 
starts at around £30,000 for the 
180PS diesel, £1,500 more than its 
Titanium equivalent. The Zetec 
trim features 17-inch alloys, the 
SYNC2 infotainment system, park¬ 
ing sensors, keyless start, a DAB 
radio, sports seats, power fold mir¬ 
rors, a tonneau cover, an electric 
handbrake and ISOFIX attachments 
for child seats in the second row. 

Go for Titanium spec - as 70% of S 
MAX customers do - and you get sat 
nav, privacy glass, rain sensing wip¬ 
ers and automatic headlights, LED 
daytime running lights, a lane keep¬ 
ing aid, keyless entry, traffic sign 
recognition, body-coloured trim 
bits and cruise control with adjusta¬ 
ble speed limiter. At the top of the 
range, the Titanium Sport comes 
with a body kit, 18-inch alloys, a 
rear spoiler, sports suspension and 
heated front seats. 

Cost of Ownership 

The diesel engines all return 


excellent economy. The most popu¬ 
lar S-MAX is likely to be the 2.0 
TDCi variant and in this one, 
you’ll see 56.5mpg on the com¬ 
bined cycle and 129g/km of carbon 
dioxide whether you choose a 
150PS or a 180PS version. You’ll hit 
those returns by nearly 10% if you 
opt for four wheel drive or the 
Powershift automatic gearbox. 

At the top of the range, the 210PS 
Bi-Turbo manages 51.4mpg with 
144g/km emissions. The 1.5-litre 
petrol model posts a 43.5mpg fig¬ 
ure, but we’d take that with a 
pinch of salt. A small petrol 
engine is going to struggle to move 
a seven-seater, especially if you’re 
running laden quite a bit. The 
240PS petrol engine even posts a 
35.8mpg and 180g/km. The war¬ 
ranty is a 3 year/60,000 mile deal 
with Ford Assistance for 1 year, 
providing roadside assistance in 
the UK and throughout Europe. 

Summary 

You’ll have to make your own 
mind up on the aesthetics, but in 
every other regard, the latest 
S-MAX is a big step forward com¬ 
pared to its predecessor. The ethos 
remains the same, but the execu¬ 
tion is a whole lot slicker. Mind 
you, it needed to be. The MPV mar¬ 
ket is one of the most dynamic, 
with new entrants and fresh ideas 
constantly popping up. Some may 


wonder whether this car really 
offers £2,000 of added utility over a 
cheaper Citroen C4 Grand Picasso, 
but that’s going to very much 
depend on how much you enjoy 
driving. 

The engine choice seems to offer 
something for everyone and Ford 
is even bringing us a Vignale luxu¬ 
ry edition where customers can 
specify the trims, equipment and 
finishes in a swish Vignale lounge. 
The S-MAX deserves the big bill¬ 
ing. It’s done the hard yards 
already and for families there real¬ 
ly isn’t a lot better.
